The  Wyoming  -BYU  situation  was  only  one  of  a 
series  of  incidents  cited  by  the  ‘ News’  as  part  of 
evidence  gathered  to  show  the  growing  infiltration 
of  the  Black  Panther  Party  into  other  black 
organizations. 

‘ The  evidence  is  clear  that  there  is  operating  in 
this  country  a hard-core  revolutionary  force 
designed  to  destroy  the  present  governmental  and 
educational  system  of  the  United  States,”  stated  the 
article. 

Communist  Communications 

“It  divides  into  a number  of  different  groups  and 
representatives  of  this  movement  have  direct 
communications  with  Communist-originated, 
revolutionary  groups  in  other  nations.” 

The  ‘ News’  also  reported  that  the  Black  Students 
Union,  which  is  supposedly  involved  with  the  BPP, 
never  works  on  non-athletic  problems  such  as 
housing.

Designed  primarily  to  promote 
the  spirit  of  Christmas,  its  purpose 
was  also  to  help  underprivileged 
children. 
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Opposition  Condemns 
Massacres  At  My  Lai 


(AP)  South  Vietnam’s  leading 
legal  opposition  group  today 
condemn^  the  alleged  My  Lai 
massacre  as  a ‘ grisly  killing’  of 
civilians  and  blasted  the  Saigon 
government  for  its  treatment  of 
the  incident. 

Sen.  Tran  Van  Don’s  National 
Salvation  Front  said  it  had 
established  in  a two-week 
investigation  that  ‘beyond  any 
doubt  there  was  mass  killing  of 
mostly  women  and  children”  at 
the  coastal  village  on  March  16. 
1968. 

While  avoiing  direct  reference  to 
the  American  troops  accused  of 
murdering  more  than  100 
Vietnamese  civilians,  the 
statement  said  the  Front  ‘ severely 
condemns  the  guilty 
criminals  . . . although  the 
massacre  represents  but  an 
isolated  case  ’’ 

The  group  also  accused  the 
Saigon  government  of  ‘ declining 
its  responsibility  and  guilt  in  the 
massacre”  and  said  it  was 
‘ extremely  shocked.’  It  said  the 
government  should  institute 
without  delay  a policy  of  joint 
U.S. -South  Vietnamese 
command  over  military  activities 
to  avoid  such  incidents. 

Despite  the  numerous  reports 
by  American  troops  of  the  alleged 
massacre,  the  U.S.  Army 
investigation  under  way,  and  the 
filing  of  Army  charges  against  two 
soldiers  President  Nguyen  Van 
Thieu’s  government  has 
maintained  that  no  massacre 
occurred.  It  said  a small  number 
of  civilians  were  killed  by  artillery 
fire  during  an  attack  on  Viet  Cong 
in  the  village  and  that  this  was 
unavoidable. 

The  statement  presumably  was 
based  on  findings  by  Sen  Don, 
who  led  a joint  Senate-House 
inquiry  into  the  My  Lai  case  in

the  past  two  weeks.  Don,  a former 
general  and  a leader  of  the  1963 
coup  that  overthrew  President 
Ngo  Dinh  Diem,  is  regarded  as 
President  Thieu’s  leading  critic 
and  political  rival. 

Meanwhile,  two  U.S.  Army 
officers  from  Washington  were 
investigating  the  Army’s  first 
investigation  more  than  a year  ago 
into  the  My  Lai  killing.

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Tax  Reform 


Passage  Urged  As  Is 


Everyone  in  this  nation  is  waiting  with  bated  breath  to  see  who  wins 
the  verbal  battle  over  the  tax  reform  bill;  the  President  or  a tired 
Congress. 

The  delicate  task  of  carving  out  a tax  reform  law  that  will  not  add  to 
inflation  is  one  that  requires  a great  amount  of  patience  and  fortitude 
against  special  interest  groups. 

The  main  problem  is;  the  Nixon  Administration  opposes  any  other 
inflationary  measures.  This  sometimes  puts  the  Administration  in  the 
embarrassing  position  of-opposing  measures  which  ordinarily  make 
good  sense-like  the  proposed  15  per  cent  Increase  in  Social  Security 
benefits  with  a $100  minimum  {from  the  present  $55)  for  single 
persons  and  $150  for  married  persons  (up  from  $82.50). 

The  President  has  threatened  to  veto  the  tax  bill  if  it  reaches  his  desk 
with  that  provision  in  its  present  form.  During  the  President's  news 
conference  on  Nov.  8,  he  was  asked  whether  he  would  sign  the  bill  as  it 
stands  now.  He  said  one  word;  "No!" 

It  is  obvious  that  such  a measure  would  be  inflationary,  but  that 
reasoning  isn't  very  impressive  to  a retired  couple  living  on  a fixed 
income  already  caught  in  the  inflationary  spiral  and  eking  out  a 
marginal  existence. 

With  the  threat  of  a Presidential  veto,  the  Senate  has  taken  two  days 
of  their  valuable  time  tacking  on  amendment  upon  amendment  on  this 
bill.  Now  the  bill  says  nothing  about  nothing. 

The  Senate  had  the  backbone  to  stand  up  to  the  Administration  on 
the  Haynsworth  nomination  when  they  felt  they  were  right.  If  the 
Senate  feels  this  bill  is  important,  and  they  feel  that  they  are  acting  in 
behalf  of  the  people  they  represent,  then  they  must  pass  the  tax  reform 
bill  as  it  is;  threat  or  no  threat. 

The  aged  are  always  hurt,  and  it  is  always  in  the  pocketbook.  Since 
the  people  in  this  country  won't  take  the  responsibility  of  taking  care 
of  their  own,  someone  has  to!

ADVISEMENT 


Editor: 

I agree  with  Lee  Haney  that  the 
BYU  advisement  system  is 
inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  student  body.  My  case  is  a 
case  in  point. 

Mid-semester  I decided  to  drop 
one  of  my  classes.  According  to 
procedure,  one  must  get  his 
“adviser’s  signature”  on  his  drop 
card  before  going  to  his  professor. 
This  being  my  third  year  at  the  Y, 

I know  that  an  “adviser’s 
signature”  is  a mere  formality, 
and  translated  from  the  ideal  to 
the  real,  it  means  having  the 
department  secretary  sign  for  the 
adviser.  I presented  my  drop  card 
to  the  secretary,  asked  for  a 
signature  and  this  conversation 
ensued ; 

“Who  is  your  adviser?” 

I don’t  know.’ 

“Look  on  the  bulletin  board 
around  the  corner.  There’s  a list.” 

And  indeed  there  was.  I told  the 
secretary  who  my  adviser  was, 
according  to  that  list,  and  she 
signed  his  name  to  my  drop  card. 
It  was  as  easy  as  that.  And  therein 
lies  the  tragedy.  The  decision  to 
drop  that  course  could  have  been 
a mistake,  but  no  one  was  there  to 
advise  me.  I guess  I could  make  an 
appointment  with  my  counselor. 
But  since  he  doesn’t  know  who  I 
am,  where  I am  specifically 


terms  such  as  “my  people”  and 
“my  brothers  and  sisters”  which 
included  only  himself  and  other 
Negroes.  He  did  not  hesitate  to 
tell  us  how  well  he  and  “his 
people’’  were  doing  by 
themselves.  If  that  is  not 
segregation,  what  is? 

Now  as  for  discrimination,  let 
me  make  it  clear  that  1 believe  it 
to  be  morally  wrong  and 
unchristian  to  discriminate  against 
a person  because  of  race,  color  or 
creed.  Dr.  Sullivan  stated, 
however,  that  America  and 
discrimination  could  not  live 
together.  This  is  an  incorrect 
statement.  Discrimination 
happens  to  be  a right  in  this 
country.  It  is  one  of  the  things 
that  makes  us  free  because  no  one 
can  tell  us  not  to  discriminate.  We 
exercise  this  right  every  day. 
Mormons,  for  example, 
discriminate  against  things  they 
don’t  believe  in  such  as  liquor 
stores  and  merchants  who  stay 
open  on  Sundays. 

Finally,  Dr.  Sullivan’s  speech 
was  based  almost  entirely  upon 
emotional  appeal.  He  did  not 
rationally  and  calmly  discuss  his 
work  and  ideas  with  us.  This  type 
of  emotional  presentation  only 
provokes  other  , men  to  act  or 
react  by  passion  rather  than  by 
intelligence,  calmness  and  insight.

As  I attended  Thursday’s  forum 
I was  deeply  disturbed  by  some  of 
the  comments  made  by  Dr. 
Sullivan,  and  the  way  he 
presented  these  comments.  I feel 
that  there  were  several  basic  flaws 
in  his  reasoning. 

First  of  all,  from  beginning  to 
end,  Dr.  Sullivan  was  on  the 
defensive.  He  assumed  from  the 
start  that  we  here  all  are  racists, 
that  we  discriminate,  that  we  are 
unfair  to  the  Negro;  then  he 
devoted  his  talk  to  this 
preconception.  This  immediately 
put  me  on  the  defensive.  I resent 
being  told,  directly  or  indirectly, 
that  I am  prejudiced  in  this  way  as 
a white.  To  me  this  is  an  insult  to 
my  intelligence  and  I feel  it  to  be 
unjust,  undeserved  presumption 
on  his  part.  Furthermore,  when 
someone  intentionally  mistrusts 
and  disbelieves  in  my  good 
intentions  and  humane  feelings 
toward  my  fellow  men,  he  does 
not  exactly  inspire  in  me  a feeling 
of  cooperation  with  him.  I believe 
that  the  majority  of  us  here  are 
good  Christians  as  well  as 
Mormons.  To  assume  we  are  not  is 
unfair  and  untrue. 

Secondly,  Dr.  Sullivan  talked  in 
some  length  about  segregation  and 
discrimination.  As  for  the  former, 
it  seems  to  me  that  he  is  quite  a 
disciple  of  this  principle  himself. 
Although  he  speaks  out  against 
segregation,  he  has  obviously 
segregated  the  black  and  white 
people  in  his  own  mind.  He  used

Carter  Released  For 
Remainder  Of  Season 


Former  BYU  quarterback  Virgil 
Carter  continues  to  make  news  in 
the  sports  world  as  he  carries  on 
what  seems  to  be  a personal  war 
with  the  Chicago  Bear’s  front 
office. 

Head  coach  Jim  Dooley  on 
Tuesday  barred  Carter  from 
practicing  or  playing  with  the 
Chicago  Bears  for  their  final  week 
of  the  season.  The  barring  is  an 
obvious  reprisal  or  punishment  for 
Carter’s  remarks  which  have 
already  cost  him  $1,000  in  fines. 

The  first  word  of  the  release 
came  at  the  Bear’s  Wrigley  Field 
practice  grounds  when  Carter  told 
reporters  that  the  coach  has 
‘ released  me.” 

The  Bear  front  office  was 
caught  off  guard  when  asked  of 
the  release,  and  said  that  it  was 
“ridiculous”  and  that  Carter  had 
only  been  refused  permission  to 
practice  or  play  with  the  Bears  for 
the  remainder  of  the  season. 

One  of  the  most  offensive 
charges  that  Virgil  has  made  came 
to  light  yesterday  when  it  was 
announced  that  Carter  had  called 
Dooley  a “liar.”  Carter  was 
making  reference  to  recent 
newspaper  stories  in  which 
Dooley  said  in  the  paper  “he 
wasn’t  going  to  bring  in 
Douglass.” 

Carter  then  proceeded  to  blast 
Dooley  in  the  locker  room  for  a 
full  10  minutes.  Carter  later 
announced  that  Dooley  had  ‘ no 
guts”  because  he  didn’t  even  tell 
him  he  wasn’t  starting  or  even 


going  to  play  in  the  second  half 
against  the  Packers. 

On  Monday  afternoon  Bear 
owner  George  Halas  announced 
that  Carter  had  been  fined  $1,000 
for  his  remarks.  It  was  the  largest 
fine  the  Bears  had  ever  levied  on 
one  of  their  players. 

The  Bears,  mired  in  the  depths 
of  their  divisions  cellar  with  a 
1-12  record,  meet  the  Detroit 
Lions  on  Sunday.  The  Lions 
crushed  the  L.A.  Rams  last 
Sunday. 

It  now  seems  that  Virgil  has  not 
only  blown  his  chance  to  play 
against  the  Lions,  but  more  than 
likely  won’t  see  action  again  in  a 
Bear  uniform.  With  the  Bears 
having  such  a miserable  year  the 
head  office  may  have  a major 
personnel  shakeup  in  the  works, 
in  an  effort  to  find  a winning 
combination. 

Virgil  will  probably  be  one  of 
the  major  trade  offers  on  the  Bear 
trading  block  soon  after  the 
season  ends. 

Carter’s  release  from  the  Bears 
may  also  turn  out  to  be  the 
proverbial  blessing  in  disguise.  If 
Carter  were  to  be  traded  to  a team 
that  needed  a starting 
quarterback,  he  may  see  a lot 
more  action  than  sitting  on  the 
bench.
